New York, Feb. 14, 1912. 


Since the low prices of last autumn 


when cotton was selling for fully two 
cents per pound less than at pres- 
ent, I have in my 'humble way done 
everything that I could so to present 
the facts of the situation «s to deter 
producers from disposing of their 
cotton at an unnecessarily low figure. 


As, however, the advance 
in 
the 


market, which has come even soon- 
er ithan I had anticipated, discounts 
many of the influences upon which 1 
had reckoned, I desire now to speak 
a word of caution. 


Cotton is now selling at 11 cents 


per lb., or $55 per 
bale, 
in many 


Southern markets. This undoubtedly 
pays the cost of production and a sub- 
stantial profit.
